Ottawa, Nov, 24—When the douse 
Towc at ten o'clock tonight, the debate 
on the address which commenced on 
Monday had not concluded. It will 
last till Tuesday next and perhaps 
longer as there are still a number of 
members cm both sides of the Ho 
who desire to be heard, 

The most interesting development 
of the day’s discussion came yin the 
evening, when J. H. Burn 
West Peterboro, devoted p 
all of his remarks to the ne 


dectee. He criticized the 
minister of justice for saying | 
aid not knew whether or not tie 
minion government had power to 
with the matter. Mr. Burn 
thought the Federal government h 
power to deal with the issue, ani at 
any rate an inquiry should be made 
as to its powers, In reply to a ques- 
tion he said that the ne temere devree 
had been important in the election 
contest jn Ontario because of the cow- 
ardice of the late government in re- 
fusing to take a stand on the question. 

Mr. Stevens .of Vancouver, discuss- 
ing the naval quostion said he ‘avor- 
ed the creation of an Iniperial soard 
on which all «he overseas dominions 
weuld have representation. This 
would do away with any objection to 
contributions, to~ the “Imperial “Wavy. 
Canada's proportion of the contribu- 
tion should be in propcetion to her 
ehare of the Empire trade. 

Other speakers who  inciided 
Messrs; Verville, Mondou, Ethier aad 
Sinclair did not depart from the line 
of debate followed by the otner 
speakers during the week, 

Mr. Rainville moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, 

Old BM Re-Introduced, 

When the House met, Speaker 
Sproule gave a ruling to the +ffect 
that the bill Dr. Edwards of Fronten- 
ac had wished to introduce in regard 
to discrimination against Ontario ves- 
gels at Quebec ports, being one that 
affected trade must be introduced ‘by 
a resclution of the House. 

Mr. Meighen (Portage la Prairie) 
again introduced his bill of last se3- 
sion providing that the railways in 
the west, where cattle had been killed 
were obliged ‘o prove, not only as 
at present that the owner had been 
negligent in letting them run free. 
but also that the railway had not 
been negligent. In the west, cattle 
run free, he explained, there being in 
certain districts a few fences, hence a 
law that was Satisfactory in the east 
would work a hardship and injustice 
in the west. 

In answer tc a question put yester- 
day by Mr. Clarke (Essex) Premier 
Borden said that he had made en- 
quiries as to the safety of Canadian 
missionaries in the disturbed dist-icts 
of the Chinese empire. The matter 
had been put before the foreign office 
of the British government and assur- 
ances had been received that the office 
would take all possible steps to as- 
sure the safety of Canadians and 
British subjects in China, Alse, the 
Governor General had received « ca- 
ble from the secretary of state for 
the colonies in effect that as yet it 
was impossible 10 ascertain just what 
the situation of the Canadians threat- 
ened in China were.
